In 1948, work improved somevhat as a result of more efficient transporta~ 
tion means inside the plants, the introduction (so far to a small extent) 


of mechanized equipment, and a better supply of timber (for pitprops), 
detonators, fuses, and oxplosive mixtures containing ammonium nitrate. 


_ According to data for the first nine months of 1948, the output of the trust 


for the year 1948 may be estimated at about 1,200,000 tons. 


According to the Five Year Plan for the development of the economy of 

the Georgian SSR, slightly more than 2,000,000 tons of manganese ore 
should be produced in 1950. lieetings of the cre dircotorates have been 
held to disouas the stimilation of production in connection with the Five 
Year Plane It was found that an increase of production of over 60 per 
cent in two years would be impossible without the organization of new 
workings of manganese ore. Tho geologists of the trust's Geological 
Department have located new deposits with a rich content of mangenese ore 
in the vicinity of Chiatura, but the construction of mines would require 
tine. 


Equipment 


The ore directorates have planta in which part of the ore is screened by 
washing, although some of the manganese is lost in the process. The rest 
of the ore, with a higher content of manganese, is sent to motallurgical 
works without being washed. In 1947, the erection of a central screening 
plant was begun. It was proposed to start the first installment of the 
plant operating at the end of 1947, but the plant had not been completed 
by October 1948. 


The engineering shops are large and well equipped and include a steel 
foundry. .
